Nor are those in any w ise to be 
considered either as q ualifications or disq uali­ 
fication for bolding any office; fitness to g iv e 
th e instruction req uired being the sole and 
only test.

unsystem atic instruction, a t which the a tte nd­ 
ance shall be open to all persons, "w ith o ut 
distinction of ag e, class, creed, race, or sex.’

T he colleg e will be open to q ualified persons of 
all classes, who hav e to rely on science,

A new inslituion, som ew hat on the plan of 
the Stevens Institute, llobokeu, X. J., is soon 
to be built at Birm ingham , Eng., founded on 
the generous endow m ents of Sir Josiah Mason. 
The institution is to be called ■•Josiah Mason's 
College" or “Josiah M ason’s College for the 
Study of Practical Science." 
R egular sysic- 
m atic instruction is to be given in m athem at­ 
ics, abstract and applied physics, both m ath­ 
em atical and experim ental; chem istry, theor­ 
etical, practical and applied; the natural sci­ 
ences, especially geology 
and mioeralogy, 
with their application to iniues and m atallurgy; 
botany aud zoology, with special application 
to m anufactures; and physiology, with special 
reference to the law3 of health, 
The English, 
French and G erm an languages will also be 
taught. 
The Trustees have pow er to include 
m echanics and architecture and all other sub­ 
jects necessary to carry out the objects of the 
founder. 
Mere literary education aud instruc­ 
tion arc excluded, U3 well as all teaching or 
theology and subjects purely theological. 
No 
principal, professor, teacher, or other officer 
of the college is ever to be called upon to 
make 
any “ declaration as to or subm it to 
any test w hatever of his religious or theologi­ 
cal opinion.” Nor are these in any w iseio be 
considered either as qualifications or disquali­ 
fication for bolding any office; fitness to give 
the instruction required being the sole and 
only test. 
Provision is also m ade for g h in g 
lectures aud opening classes for popular or 
unsystem atic instruction, a t which tlie atte n d ­ 
ance shall be open to all persons, “ without 
distinction of age, class, creed, race, or sex. 
The founder’s object being to prom ote the 
prosperity 
oí m anufactures 
and industry. 
The college will be open to qualified persons of 
all classes, who have to rely ou science, ait, 
or m anufactures for a livelihood, “ especially 
the more intelligent youth of the middle class.” 
Provision is also made, when the funds per­ 
mit it, to provide instruction for females as 


well as males.

incidental 
diseases 
better 
than whites. 
This is exactly as it should be. 
Then, before the lapse of much time, certain 
states, probably Louisiana and Mississippi, 
will be almost exclusively Inhabited atjd man­ 
aged by the blacks. 
They will own and en­ 
gineer iheir banks, railway companies, steam ­ 
boats and institutions of ajl kinds. 
Every 
stimulus to study, 
self and enrporatg im ­ 
provement will be afforded them by their 
not being in competition 
wjth tho superior 
race. 
The inclo.ible prejudice of color will 
hardly be felt, and the highest possibilities of 
their race will ba s en under the operation of 
local governments 
which they control, and 
social usages which they originate themselves. 
When, therefore, the entire negro population 
now among U3, is segregated in this w ay we 
should, according to the World's figure?, have 
not less than four average states purely 
Ethiopian. 
Remembering that the peculiar 
nature of our governmental system places all 
measures of foreign policy upon the shoulders 
of Federal authority, and that state constitu­ 
tions m u st harmonize with the national con­ 
stitution and with each other in all essential 
respects, any assumed fear of their becoming 
a disturbing portion of our common country 
vanishes away. 
In this way and probably in 
no other can tho vexed negro question be 
settled with justice to all con cern ed and for­ 
ever removed 
from the Held of American 
politics.

D em ocratic Snobbery. 
The Brooklyn Eagle in a well-deserved crit­ 
icism upon a recent letter from London writ­ 
ten by Miss Kate Field and published in the 
Tribune, cauterizes that vivacious lady for go­ 
ing out of her own way and out of tho way of 
common decency to revile the Duke of Edin­ 
burgh. 
It will be remembered that wo alluded 
editorially a day or two since to the approach­ 
ing marriage of that royal young gentlemen 
to a Princes3 of Russia. 
The English press, 
of course, indulged in more or le3s extended 
comments upon these prospective nuptials, 
Inasmuch as tho nation is interested in them, 
monetarily, poldically and socially. 
These 
royal marriages in monarchical countries arc 
public affairs and often very largely affect tbe 
relations between them. 
The alliance matri­ 
monial has frequently been equivalent to a 
treaty of peace between naturally hostile peo­ 
ples; and where war meaus so much in the 
direction of terror and disaster the temporary 
prevention of it by the convenient union of two 
members of royal families Is lifted above the 
range of purely personal considerations.— 
Therefore, both the papers of the interested 
nations and the factors of the government 
discuss their desirableness as matters of 
national policy. 
None but obscene journals 
and the ranting red-moutbed oracle3 of the 
stump and the hustings pretend to tbe privi­ 
lege of dragging the immediate subjects of 
these engagements from the privacy to which 
they have a? good a personal right os have 
tradesmen or peasants and then making them 
the target* of ridicule and indecent descrip­ 
tion. 
Miss Field, of whom better things ought 
to have been expected, enjoys whatever credit 
for courage or independence may attach to 
tbat style of writing up of important public 
events. 
She speaks of the Duke of Edinburgh, 
who is Qaeen Victoria’s second sod, in appar­ 
ently the same spirit as fills the dusky breast 
of tho carrion crow when he descends upon a 
carcass and stuffs his not over dainty stomach 
with the luscious tit-bits of odorous decom­ 
position. 
She 
dies 
this, 
not 
at 
all because she bears any ill-will towards tbe 
scion of royalty, but for the still meaner reason 
tbat she thinks that Americans like to read 
blackguardy letters about Kings, Queens and 
Princes. 
She is paid for her articles and gets 
them up to suit the market as she understands 
the market. 
To do that is to be guilty of at 
least two mistakes. 
First, the mistake of sup­ 
posing that a majority of more or less sensible 
and cultivated Amorlcans believe republican­ 
ism to flourish by their entertaining a healthy 
contempt for a monarchy and its incidental 
methods and surroundings. 
Second, the mis­ 
take of thinking that flunkeyism towards a 


A S e lf-A v e r te d D a n g e r , 
When we can wo are most happy to agree 
with the New York World. 
That paper is so 
exceedingly opinionated and so habitually con­ 
troversial that to catch it holding one opinion 
on a debatable subject long enough to admit 
of tho expression by any one else of a like 
sentiment, is no common thing. 
A possible exception to this generally true 
statement would be the World's pet theory 
about the tariff; we can thiuk at this moment 
of uo other. 
Our point of harmouy with it to­ 
day concerns the que3tiou of the future posi­ 
tion of the negro element in the United States. 
For a long time, indeed ever since the future 
freedom of that race was considered to be 
merely a matter of time, the relation they 
would hold politically and socially to oar white 
population has been a subject of inleuse In­ 
terest to succeeding generations of our think­ 
ers and statesmen. 
Henry Clay, when Secre­ 
tary of State under president J. Q. Adams, 
zealously promoted the objects uf tbp Ameri­ 
can Colonization Society. 
He favored the 
separation of the white and black racc3 if a 
design for bringing about tlijs end could be 
made practicable. 
The result of tho tabors of 
himself and co-operators in'hat work is tho 
Republic of Liberia. 
That method, however, 
was only a partial success. 
Now, after the 
revolution of yoar3 aiyl the abolition of slav­ 
ery, the problem apppars to be solving itself. 
Tne negroes are deserting the poor uplands 
of the Southern states and peopling the fat 
bottom lands of the lower 
Mississippi.— 
They 
can 
stand 
the 
climate 
and 
resist 
its 
Incidental 
diseases 
better 
than whites. 
This is exactly as it should be. 
Then, before tho lapse of much time, certain 
states, probably Louisiana and Mississippi, 
will be almost exclusively inhabited ai)d man­ 
aged by the blacks. 
They will own and en­ 
gineer iheir banks, railway companies, steam­ 
boats and institutions of ajl kinds. 
Every 
stimulus to study, self and corporate im­ 
provement will be afforded them by their 
not being in competition with tho superior 
race. 
The inde ible prejudice of color will 
hardly be felt, anil the highest possibilities of 
their race will b# s en under the operation of 
local governments which they control, and 
social usages which they originate themselves. 
vVhen, therefore, the entire negro population 
now among U3, is segregated in this way we 
should, according to the World’s figure?, have 
not less than four average states purely 
Ethiopian. 
Remembering that the peculiar 
nature of our governmental system places all 
measures of foreign policy upon the shoulders 
of Federal authority, and that state constitu­ 
tions must harmonize with the national con­ 
stitution and with each other in all essential 
respects, any assumed fear of their becoming 
a disturbing portion of our common country 
vanishes away. 
In tills way anil probably in 
no other can tiio vexed negro question be 
settled with justice to all concerned and for­ 
ever removed from the fie’d of American 
politics.

on as President of the Council. 
Mr. Borham 
Carter succeeds Mr. Baxter as Joint Secretary 
of the Treasury. 
Arthur Peel becomes the 
Liberal whip. 
Other changes are expected in 
a few days. 
John Bright joins tbc cabinet as 
Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster. 
The Orange societies of Liverpool yester­ 
day welcomed the Canadian Orange deputies 
with a grand public demonstration. 


First, that the contrast of the couditiou of 
Virginia under the conservative government 
with the condition of those southern states 
which have boon under radical rule illustrates 
the wisdom ot the people of Virginia in tbe 
adoption of their plan of state policy and 
demonstrates the necessity of continuing the 
powers of the state government in the control 
of tbe conservative people of the common­ 
wealth.

The fourth resolution advocates the comple­ 
tion of the James River and Kanawha Canal. 
The fifth congratulates the state upon the 
progress of the free school system and advo­ 
cates liberal provisions for the education of 
both races. 
A telegram was received from Geu. Kemper 
accepting tho nomination. 
The Convention 
adjourned sine die and was resolved into a 
mass meeting at 11 o'clock to allow the "most 
prominent speakers to address the vast assem­ 
blage.

Standing 
boldly erect, Sky Top rears its head hig h 
above all surrounding objects, and when the 
visitor has ascended to the top of the observ­ 
atory that erown3 its summit he cannot re­ 
press an involuntary exclamation of delig ht as 
the view spreads out before the eye. 
It is 
needless to g o into the details—no description 
can do adequate justice, but t'nere are points 
which strike one as peculiar to the place 
alone, which we may touch upon.

The Mohunk House has been g reatly en­ 
larg ed and Improved, but tiie energ etic pro- 
prieto* keeps pace with the requirements of 
his fast increasing patronag e, and is eng ag ed 
in budding still g reater and improving still 
more.

B a y s a n d t i rcon Apples, 
At this season green apples and boys can 
in variably bo found near each other. Wherever 
you find a boy, look for apples; and wherever 
yon find green apples, look for a boy, and you 
will not look in vain. 
The attraction of total 
depravity naturally brings these antagonistic 
articles together in spite of good advice and 
unpleasant experience. 
It is strange that all 
the knowledge that a boy is sure to get of the 
effects of eatiug green apples never does him 
the least good. 
It does not m atter how much 
vermicular pain a boy may have under his 
waistcoat to-day and to-night, to-morrow you 
can find that same boy with bis pockets stuffed 
full of green apples, and he eating from a 
particularly large one with smiling satisfac­ 
tion. 
The doctors all say that green apples 
are not good for boys, and that conscientious 
parents should adopt some effective means to 
prevent sickness from this cause. 
The most 
reliable remedy yet suggested is to whip every 
boy that can be found two or three times a 
day for six weeks, commencing the first of 
August. 
Nineteea out of every twenty so 
whipped will be round to have apples in their 
pockets, and the twentieth one will bo on his 
way after som e.

There 
are 
few 
more 
delightful 
places, 
with 
its 
wealth 
of 
beauty, 
sublimity 
and 
magnificent view, which embraces an 
im­ 
mense range 
on 
every 
side—a 
feature 
lacking in many mountain resorts. 
Standing 
boldly erect, Sky Top roars its head high 
above all surrounding objects, and when the 
visitor has ascended to the top of the observ­ 
atory that crowii3 its summit be cannot re­ 
press an involuntary exclamation of delight as 
the view spreads out before the eye. 
It is 
needless to go into the details—no description 
can do adequate justice, but there are points 
which strike one as peculiar to the place 
alone, which we may touch upon. 
There is 
the clear, sparkling lake lying at the foot of 
tho cliff over which we look, a mo3t beautiful 
sheet, surrounded as it is by rugged rocks and 
wooded shore... 
Its waters, smooth as glass, 
and 
presenting 
a 
transparent 
emerald 
hue 
even 
from 
the 
height 
from 
which we look down upon it. glisten in the 
sunlight where the rays strike it. while along 
tho western side the high rocks throw their 
shadows, with suggestions of delightful rowing 
in tho pretty boat3 that lu\ moored near the 
hotel. 
Then the gaze wanders down tVe 
gradual western slope, taking in tbe beautiful 
valley of the Rondout; on the cast we look 
down the steeper side and the lovely Wall's ill 
Valley lays before us. 
Farther off t ill the hori­ 
zon shuts out tbe view a grand panorama may 
be seen in any direction one chooses to look, 
and tbe old soldier's exclamation as lie stood 
on a similar peak comes to mind—“Attention, 
the Universe!” Descending from the observa­ 
tory, 
the

randah the guests delight to throw crumbs of 
bread 
and 
cake to the greedy fish that 
swarm, in shoals in the crystal water below. 
The lak? lias boon stocked with bass, perch 
and pickerel and splendid fellows can be 
caught therefrom, while 
other

ubound, 
among 
them 
immense eels.— 
We saw one big one pulled up and doubtless 
there arc many larger. 
Then for rowing there 
can be no prettier place, with its clifis and 
caverns, clear, smooth water, cool breezes 
aud majestic surroundings. 
As the big rocks 
are reflected in the lake one calls to mind the 
descriptions of Mirror Lake in the Yosemite 
Valley. 
Engle Cliff raises its rocky summit 
above the lake at its southern end, and from 
it a surpassingly lovely' view can be obtained. 
The Mohunk House has been greatly en­ 
larged and improved, but the energetic pro- 
prieto* keeps pace with the requirements of 
his fast increasing patronage, and is engaged 
in building still greater and improving still 
more. 
A 
large 
addition 
to the 
house 
is 
being 
made 
on 
the 
soutlicily 
side, 
which 
will 
be 
fitted 
up 
for a fine parlor aud sleeping apartments. 
Tlie house now accommodates about seventy- 
five guests; with the extension it can com­ 
fortably provide for nearly two hundred.

A J io v e l A R d il n r . 
llie Hudson Star says: 
The steamer Connecticut has a novel uta- 
j chine for hauling in long hawsers. Instead 
of six or eight men pulling iu tho slack of these 
great ropes, 400 feet long, attached to a tow, 
the ropes are put over a wiudlcss worked by 
steam. 
This does up the business In the 
shortest space of time, and without any pull- 
ing or swearing on the part of anybody. 
To 
handle ropes iii Ibis manner, when there is 
ice In the river, can only be appreciated by 
those who have frozen their hands by the old 
process. 
The Connecticut is the only boat on 
the river with a steam windlass. 
Steam 
windlass does the work of twenty-five meD, 
and without any fuss or bother of any kind. 
Since the Connecticut was reconstructed, last 
winter, she has become one of the strongest, 
and fastest steamers on the Hudson. She is 
the best ice boat in the world. 
To the last sentence in the above item we 
take exceptions, for tbe Connecticut’s owners 
not more than live years since tried to charter 
the Norwich to cut their bout out of (be ice, 
where she was frozen in, but they didn’t want 
to pay the price, and steamboat men say the 
Connecticut isn’t as good an ice boat now as 
she was then, on account of being much 
lighter, stripped to tow, aud having light 
wheels.

Drogues* of Astronomy iii tho t inted 
Slates. 


Mr. EHiard A. Proctor, tin- distinguished 
British astronomer, bears the following testi­ 
mony to tile progress and results of astronom- 
• ical science in this country: 
“ Hie American arrangements for extending 
government aid to astronomy seem to me to af­ 
ford a model which might be copied with ad­ 
vantage on this side of the Atlantic. 
We see 
their physical observatories attached to other 
government establishments, to universities, 
and so on. 
Their professors of astronomy are 
not only real working astronomers, but skill­ 
ful inathematiciaifs (for the most part univer­ 
sity men) and men of admirable zeal iii the 
cause of -deuce. 
I have been struck with die 
abundance, I had almost said the superabun­ 
dance, of labor which has been bestowed on 
work, the record of which has roeently reached 
me from America. 
Thus, iii the mathematical 
investigations of the coming transits of Venus, 
a problem of difficulty has but to be suggested, 
to be at once attacked and solved to the ut­ 
most limits, of exactness. 
The pictures of so­ 
lar phenomena, spots, faculae, and prominen­ 
ces. are the most striking and beautiful I have 
yet seen. 
Their lunar pictures are remarka­ 
ble for artistic beauty, as well as scientific val­ 
ue, and, allo_etlicr, their work, as I have said, 
is a model for our astronomers."

i’rugrcss or Astronomy in the United 
States. 
Mr. Richard A. Proctor, the distinguished 
British astronomer, bears the following testi­ 
mony to the progress and resulls of astronom- 
■ ¡cal science in this country: 
“The American arrangements for extending 
government aid to astronomy seem to me to af­ 
ford a model which might be copied with ad­ 
vantage on this side of the Atlantic. We see 
their physical observatories attached to other 
government establishments, to universities, 
and so on. Their professors of astronomy are 
not only real working astronomers, but skill­ 
ful matliematiciaifs (for the most part univer­ 
sity men) and men of admirable zeal in the 
cause of -cience. I have been struck with the 
abundance, I had almost said the superabun­ 
dance, of labor which has been bestowed on 
work,the record of which has recently reached 
me from America. Thus, in the mathematical 
investigations of the coming transits of Veuus, 
a problem of difficulty has but tobe suggested, 
to be at once attacked and solved to the ut­ 
most limits, of exactness. The pictures of so­ 
lar phenomena, spots, faculae, and prominen­ 
ces. are tire most striking and beautiful I have 
vet seen. Their lunar pictures are remarka­ 
ble for artistic beauty, as well as scientific val­ 
ue, ant), allo_ether, their work, as I have said, 
is a model for our astronomers.”

Au enumeration of the Inhabitants cf tho state 
shall be made under the direction of the legislature, 
iu the year one thousand eight hundred aud seventy, 
five, and in every tenth year thereafter. 
§ 5. The assembly shall consist of one hundred and 
twenty-eight members elect'd fjr one year. The 
members of assembly shall be apportioned among 
the several counties of tho state, by the legislature, 
as nearly as may bo, according to the number of their 
respective inhabitants'; excluding aliens, and shall ho 
chosen by single districts. The assembly districts 
shall remain us at present orgauized until alter the 
enumeration of the inhabitants of the state. In tlio 
yesreighteen hundred aud seven ty-fivc. The legis­ 
lature, at its first session after the return of every 
enumeration, shall apportion the members of assem­ 
bly among the several counties of the state, In man­ 
ner aforesaid, and the board of supervisors in such 
counties as may be entitled under such apportion­ 
ment to inore thau one member, except the city and 
county of New York, aud iu said city aud county the 
board of aldermen ot said city shall assemble at such 
times as the legislature making such apportionment 
shall prescribe and divide tlieir respective counties 
into assembly districts, each of which districta shall 
consist ot convenient and contiguous territory equal 
to the num ber of members of assembly to which such 
counties shall be entitled, aud shall cause <0 be filed 
1b the offices of the secretary of state aud the clerka 
of their respective counties a description of such dis­ 
tricts, specifying the nuntbsr of each district, aud 
the population thereof, according to the last preced­ 
ing enumeration, as near as ran be ascertained, and 
the apportionment and districts shall remain unal­ 
tered until another enumeration shall he made as 
herein provided. No town shall be divided in the 
formation of asiembly districts. Every county here­ 
tofore established and separately organized, except 
the county of Hamilton, shall always be entitled to 
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superintendent of public works shall perform til 
the duties of the canal commissioners, and hoard 
of canal comniisalouers, as now d< ejartd b\ law, 
until otherwise provided by the legislature. 
5 9. The governor, by aud with the consent of the 
senate, shall have power to fill vacancies, in the 
offices in this article nam ed except as Jt^eln otíter- 
wise provided; or, If the senate be not In session, 
he m ar grant commissions, which sha-1 expire at 
the end of the next succeeding session of the sen- 
at} '10.

That sections 
one, two, four, eight and nine of article four of the 
constitution lie amended so as to read as follows : 
sectio n 1. The executive (lower shall be vested 
in a governor who shall hold liis office for three 
years: a lieutenant-governor shall be chosen at the 
fiante tim e, and for the sam e term . The governor 
and lieutenant-governor elected next preceding the 
time when this section shall lake effect, sliall hold 
office during the trrm for w inch they were elected. 
} 2. No person shall be eligible to the office of 
governor or lieutenant-governor, except a citizen of 
the United States, of the age not less thau thirty 
rears, and who shall have been five years, next pre­ 
ceding tiis election, a resident of this state. 
5 t. The governor shall be coutinanrter-iii-cUief of 
the military aud naval forcesof the state. IleBhnll 
have power to convene the legislature (or the son­ 
ant only) on extraordinary occasions. A t extraor­ 
dinary sessions 110 subject shall be acted upon, ex­ 
cept such as tlie governor may recomm end for con­ 
sideration. 11c shall com m unicate by m essage to 
the legislature at every session the condition of the 
state, and recomm end such m atters to them us he 
shall judge expedient, lie shall transact all neces- 
surv business with the officers of governm ent, civil 
ami mild ary. He shall expedite all such m easures 
us mav be resolved upon by the legislature, and 
shall take care that the laws are faithfully executed. 
He shall receive for his services an annual salary of 
ten thousand dollars, and there shall be provided 
for his use a suitable and furnished executive resi­ 
dence. 
{ 8. The lieutenant-governor shall receive for his 
services an annual salary of five thousand dollars, 
and shall not receive or be entitled to any other 
compensation, fee or perquisite, for any duty and 
service lie may be required to perform by the con­ 
stitution or by law. 
{ 9. Every bill which shall have passed the sen­ 
ate and assembly, shall, before it becomes a law, lie 
presented to the governor ; if lie approve, he hhall 
sign it ; but if not. he sliall return it with his objec­ 
tions to the house 111 w Uu h it shall have originated, 
which shall enter the objections at. large on the 
journal, and proceed to reconsider it. If, after 
such reeonskleration, two-thirds of the mem bers 
elected to that house shall agree to pass the bill, it 
shall be sent together with the objections to the oth­ 
er house, by which it shall likewise be reconsidered; 
and if approved by tw o-thirds of the m em bers elect­ 
ed to that house, it shall become a law notw ith­ 
standing the objections of the governor. In all 
such cases, the votes in both houses shall be deter­ 
mined by yeas and nays, and the names of the mem­ 
bers voting shall be entered 011 the journal of each 
house respectively. If any bill shall not be return­ 
ed by the governor within ten days (Sundays ex­ 
cepted) after it shall have beer, presented to him, 
the saute.shall be a law in like m anner as if lie hail 
signed it, unless the legislature shall, by their ad­ 
journm ent, prevent its return ; lu which ease it 
shall not become a law w ithout the approval of the 
governor. No bill shall become a law after the final 
adjournm ent of the legislature unless approved bv 
the governor within thirty days after such adjourn­ 
ment. If any bill presented to the governor con­ 
tain several items of appropriations oi money, he 
may object to one or m ore p( such Item s, while up- 
proving of the other portion of the bill, in such 
case, l.e shall append to the bill, at the tim e of sign­ 
ing it, a statem ent of tho item s to which he objects; 
and the appropriation so objected to shall not take 
efiect. If the legislature be in session, lie shall 
transm it to the house in which tha bill originated a 
copy of such statem ent, and the items objected to 
shall be separately reconsidered. If, on reconsid­ 
eration, one or more of such items he approved by 
two-thirds of the m em bers ejected to each house, 
the saute shall bo tu’.rV of tho law, notw ithstanding 
the objections of the govetnor.

Resolved, (If the assemblv concur.) That article 
five of the constitution be amended so as to read 
as follows: 
Si. The comptroller and secretary of state shall 
be chosen at the same general election, and for the 
sam e term as the governor. The persons holding 
the offices at the time when this section shall take 
effect shall continue to hold the same until the first 
day of January next succeeding the first election 
of comptroller aud secretary of state, pursuant to 
the provisions hereof, and shall each receive a sala­ 
ry to be fixed by law for such tim e as thev mav 
hold such offices beyond the term for which thev 
shall have been elected. 
{ 2. The attorney-general and state engineer and 
surveyor shall be appointed by the governor, with 
the consent of the senate, and hold their offices un­ 
til the end of the term of the governor by whom 
they shall be nominated, and until their successors 
are appointed. No person shall be appointed state 
engineer ami surveyor who is uot a practical engi­ 
neer. 
5 3. A superintendent of state prisons shall be 
appointed by the governor, with the consent of the 
senate, anil hold iiis office for five ye irs unless 
sooner removed; he shall give security in such 
am ount, and with such sureties, as shall ‘be requir­ 
ed by law for the faithful discharge of his duties; 
jtc shall have the superintendence, m anagem ent 
and control of the state prisons, subject to such 
laws as now exist or m ay hereafter be enacted; lie 
shall appoint 1 lie agents, wardens, phvsleians ami 
chaplains of the prisons. The agent >.Ud warden 
of each prison saull appoint all other officers of 
such prisou, except the clerk, subject to the appro­ 
val of the same by the superintendent. The comp­ 
troller shall appoint the clerks of the prisons The 
superintendent shall have all the (towers uud per­ 
form all the duties not. inconsistent herewith,which 
have heretofore been had and performed by the in- 
spcetorsof state prisons; and from h 11.1 after the 
rime when such .superintendent, of state prisons 
shall have been appointed and qualified, the office 
of Inspector of state prisons shall be ami is hereby 
abolished. The governor mav remove the superin­ 
tendent for cause at any time, giving to him a coin 
of the charges against him, aud an opportunity to 
be heard ut liis defense. 
•{ 4. The treasurer shall be chosen by the senate 
and assembly In joint ballot, aud hold his office for 
three years, and until his successor shall be chosen 
aud qualified. 11c shall, before entering upon tiic 
duties of his office, give such security as may be re­ 
quired by law. lie may bo suspended front office 
by the governor during the recess of the legisla­ 
ture, and until thirty days after the commencement 
of the next session of the legislature, whenever it 
shall appear to him that such treasurer, has. In anv 
pflTfcwuinr, violated Uis dutv. Tho governor siia.il 
appoint a rom pciint person to discharge ihe du­ 
ties of the office during such suspensi-n of the 
treasurer. 
{ 5. The lieutenant governor, comptroller, secre­ 
tary of state, attorney-general, treasurer aud state 
engineer and surveyor shall be the commissioners 
of tlie laud office. The office of the commissioner of 
the canal fund is abolished, and all the powers and 
duties heretofore had and performed bv the com­ 
missioners of the canal lund shall hereafter be had 
or performed by the comptroller. The canal board 
shall consist of the lieutenant governor, secretary 
of state, treasurer, attorucv-geueral, state engi­ 
neer aud surveyor, and superintendent of public 
works. 
5 6. A superintendent of public works shall be 
appoiuted by the governor, with the consent of the 
senate, and to hold his office until the end of the 
term of the governor by whom he was nom inated 
and until his successor is appointed. He shall re­ 
ceive for his services a compensation to be fixed by 
law. He sliall be required by law to give security 
for the faithful execution of his office, before en­ 
tering upon the duties thereof. He shall he charged 
with the execution of all laws relating to the repair 
and navigation ot the canals; and also of those re­ 
lating to the construction and improvement of the 
canals, except so far as the execution of the laws 
relating to sueh construction or improvement shall 
be confided to the state cngiueer and surveyor. 
Subject to tlic control of the legislature, lie shall 
make the rules and regulations for the navigation 
or use of the cauals. He may be suspended or re­ 
moved front office by the governor, w henever in 
his judgm c.it the public iutcrest shall so require; 
but in case of removal of such superintendent of 
public works from office, tho governor shall file 
with the secretary of state a statem ent of the cause 
of such removal, and shall report such removal and 
the cause thereof, to the legislature at its next ses­ 
sion. 
5 7. The superintendent of public works shall ap­ 
point not more than three assistant superinten­ 
dents, whose duties shall he prescribed by him, sub­ 
ject to modification by the legislature, and who 
shall receive fortheir services a compensation to be 
fixed by law. They shall hold their office for three 
years, subject to suspension or removal by the su­ 
perintendent of public works, whenever lu his 
judgm ent the public interest shall so require. Any 
vacancy in the office of any snch assistant superin­ 
tendent shall be filled, for the rem ainder of the 
term for which he was appointed, by the superin­ 
tendent of public works; out in case of the suspen­ 
sion or removal of any such assistant superinten­ 
dent by him he shall at once report to the governor, 
in writing, the cause of such removal. All other
